A '"Policy Interpretation" of Section 5Q4 issued August 14; 1978, ' 

by the Department of Health, Education and \felfare states; , 

The S^retary believes that the standard is flexible enough 
to permit recipi^ts to devise, wiys to make their programs acces- 
sible short of ■ extremely expensive or inipractical physical changes 
in facilities, Accerdingly* the section do^ not allow for waivers. 

It should be pointed out that this same *^licy Interpretation" considers 

the subject of carrying handicapped persons in order to achieve progi^
